


SUMMER MATH AND SCIENCE INSTITUTES 
TO BE HELD AT GALLAUDET 

Teachers of math and science in 
schools and classes for the deaf 
will be able to attend a five-week 
summer institute at Gallaudet from 
July 2 through August 3. 

Five two-credit courses will be 
offered at the institute, including 
"Methods of Teaching Mathematics 
and Science to the Deaf," "Principles 
of Measurement for Teachers of Science," 
"Foundations of Mathematics for 
Teachers,'' '' Mathematics and Funda- 
‘mentals of General Chemistry," and ~ 
"Principles of Heredity for Teachers." 

The institute is sponsored at 
Gallaudet by the U.S. Office of 
Education, Bureau of Education of 
the Handicapped. Tuition, fees, and 
stipends will be provided. On-campus 
housing will also be available.
